One is that Hoover was wrong about just about 
every fact he stated in tho memos on wliat he had told HFK, James J. Uox^ley, Secret Service 
Director, and Norbert Schloi, Assistant Director, DJ Offico of Legal Counsel. (Schloi was 
preparing proclamations apparently to cover every contingency.) 

That he would say the thing he not only Baid but would make a record of them when he 
had to know first that he did not really know and second that at those early times he did 
not have to say anything as a matter of £act. lie did say that he "thought" they had the 
man but nothing else is qualified in any way when one would tliink that normal care and 
prudence would have impelled him not to be so unequivocal and to indicate tiiat it was too 
soon to be positiive about any information he reported. 

I tliink that he did wliat I'm sure he'd have disciplined a special agent for doing 
indicates tiiat he wan hysterical.

He reported what could be taken as^pHone conversation about the assassination over- 
heard by a Woodner apartments Jhone operator.

If tho FBI had gotten reports of threap from WU I recall nothing in its or tho Com- 
mission's records indicating it reported them to the Commission. 

The memos reflect ighorance and very poor judgement i^not also hysteria.
